Thank you for your message dated 13 June 201 5. 

As one of the sole humanitarian actor present and active throughout Yemen today, 
the International Committee of the Red Cross (ICRC) is indeed extremely concerned 
about the humanitarian situation in the country. In the face of growing needs, it 
continues to do its utmost to assist and improve the protection of persons affected 
by the armed conflict, in accordance with its principles of neutrality, independence, 
impartiality and humanity. 

The ICRC has assisted over 1.2 million Yemenis affected by various armed conflicts 
across the country with clean water, food, healthcare, and other forms of assistance 
since January 2015. Over 750,000 persons were assisted since 26 March 2015. The 
ICRC also continues its efforts to protect and assist persons detained and family 
members separated by the conflict. 

We today focus on emergency response, and continue to be active in the field, 
including in southern governorates directly affected by the fighting. We maintain our 
focus on the provision of clean water, food, and other forms of assistance to 
civilians, and support to health care facilities. The ICRC also continues its visits to 
persons detained, and continues its efforts to re-establish family links for relatives 
separated by the conflict. 

Since January, our teams have assisted over 25,000 people, including Internally 
Displaced Persons, with food and non-food assistance. We today support 
12 Primary Health Care and 38 hospitals across Yemen, improving healthcare for 
over 215,000 persons. Our support to local water boards has over the last months 
has ensured access to potable water for over 1 million people.

Acting in its role as a neutral intermediary, the ICRC has repeatedly liaised with 
parties to broker temporary pauses in fighting since 26 March 2015, notably Aden. 
This enabled ICRC and Yemeni Red Crescent Society (YRCS) teams to provide 
essential humanitarian services such as management of human remains and safe 
access to health care. 

Rest assured that the ICRC continues and will continue its confidential dialogue with 
all parties to remind them of their obligation under international humanitarian law to 
protect the civilian population and civilian infrastructure, respect of the medical 
mission, and ensure safe access to healthcare for the wounded and sick. 
We also will continue to monitor the humanitarian consequences of military 
operations and to share our findings with parties confidentially. Since January, our 
action has enabled over 2,000 persons separated by the conflict to remain in touch 
with family members. In addition, we have visited over 1,500 detainees. 

However, the ICRC is not in a position to disclose the name of detainees held in 
relation to the conflict and their places of detention. We will however continue to 
intervene bilaterally and confidentially with all parties to the conflict with a view to 
improve the conditions of detention and treatment of detainees and improve access 
to humanitarian aid, including healthcare, for all Yeme ^*ArF&'\
